SO.  BYFIELD,  Mass.,  March  17.— 
When  questioned  late  last  evening  by 
reporters,  King  Evans  would  make 
only  one  statement  in  regard  to  the 
proposed  step.  He  said,  "  I  am  doing 
a  Russian  business  in  only  one  sense 
of  the  word  —  '  rushin'  'em  out.'  "  Ar- 
tistic and  musical  souls  will  now  no 
longer  be  informed  that  "  They're 
Wearing  'em  Higher  in  Hawaii "  or 
that  to  "  Turn  Back  the  Universe  " 
will  bring  them  "  Memories."  "  The 
Girl  I  Love  Is  on  the  Front  Page  of 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post  "  will  not 
be  heard  for  some  time  for  "  Kewpie  " 
Herzer,  Robert  "  PeaNutter,"  and 
"  Pining "  Suarez  have  been  exiled 
from  the  Commons. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows : 
The  gentleman  from  Mexico,  Mr.  Pin- 
ing-Suarez,  declared  war  on  Fortress

They  offer  to  us  all  an  opportunity 
to  join  the  advance  guard  of  a  move- 
ment that  is  gradually  becoming  na- 
tion wide.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a  bill  in  Congress  tvhich%  if  passed, 
will  make  every  one  of  us,  upon  reach- 
ing the  age  of  nineteen,  take  military 
training  for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
months. 


Last  summer  at  these  camps  there 
were  large  delegations  from  many 
private  schools,  and  we  earnestly  de- 
sire to  see  Dummer  represented  this 
year.  What  better  way  could  one 
spend  his  vacation?  The  training  to 
obey  and  to  keep  clean,  as  well  as  the 
training  in  military  tactics  would  be 
a  benefit  to  us  all. 

But  military  training  does  not  en- 
tirely make  up  the  day,  although  it 
plays  a  very  important  part.  There 
is  also  much  time  for  recreation  of 
many  kinds :  swimming,  ball  games, 
and  all  sports  that  the  young  man  of 
today  is  interested  in. 

Think  it  over,  boys,  and  let  Mr.  La- 
croix or  any  one  of  his  committee  give 
you  any  further  information  needed. 
We   wish    Mr.    Lacroix,   as    chairman.

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DEBATE.       • 

The  second  debate  in  the  series  for 
the  Harvard  trophy,  between  New- 
buryport high  school  and  Dummer 
Academy,  was  held  Wednesday  eve- 
ning, March  the  fourteenth,  in  the 
Dummer  Academy  gymnasium. 

The  question  was  :  "  Resolved,  That 
a  suitable  waterway  for  ocean-going 
ships  should  be  constructed  by  the 
national  government  from  the  ocean 
to  Lowell." 

Dummer  had  the  affirmative,  sup- 
ported by  William  Russell  Kenny,  '18; 
Douglas  Brooks  Francis,  '18,  and 
Richard  Molineau  Tyler,  '18.  The 
negative  was  taken  by  Newburyport, 
represented  by  Walter  Joseph  Fur- 
long, '17;  Emery  Nudd  Cleaves,  '19, 
and  Charles  Everett  Bills,  '17. 

The  gymnasium  was  fitted  up  with 
a  stage  and  an  American  flag  was 
drapped  in  back.  Every  seat  in  the 
building  was  filled,  for  Newburyport 
sent  a  delegation  of  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  while  Dummer  was  well 
represented  also. 

Newburyport  sprang  a  surprise  on 
the  Dummer  Debaters  when,  instead 
of  negativing  the  proposition,  they  ful- 
ly agreed  to  the  need  for  an  18  foot 


channel,  but  proved  that  one  for  ocean 
going  vessels  was  not  needed. 

The  judges,  Rev.  Wilford  L.  Hoopes, 
Henry  C.  Learned,  and  John  H.  Babb, 
submitted  the  verdict  in  favor  of  New- 
buryport. 


MILITARY  TRAINING. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from 
Frederick  Winsor,  a  member  of  the 
District  Committee  of  the  Military 
Training  Camps  Association,  asking 
us  to  appoint  a  committee,  here  in 
our  school,  of  one  master  and  three 
pupils  to  take  charge  in  the  move- 
ment of  getting  boys  from  the  ages 
of  fifteen  to  eighteen  to  encourage 
enrollments  for  the  Junior  Division  of 
training  camps  to  be  held  this  summer 
at  Portland,  Maine,  Fisher's  Island, 
Plum  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  Fort  Niagara, 
N.  Y. 

Dr.  Ingham  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  Mr.  Lacroix,  John 
H.  B.  Mills,  Clarence  C.  Wheeler,  and 
Robert  P.   Nutter. 

Mr.  Lacroix  spent  a  few  moments 
forcefully  explaining  the  movement 
and  its  importance  and  is  also  going 
to  see  that  everyone  of  suitable  age 
receives  a  reprint  of  articles  from  the 
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Outlook  which  applies  to  the  subject. 
Further  information  will  be  given  out 
by  Mr.  Lacroix  or  any  one  of  the  com- 
mittee. 


SUNDAY  EVENING  TALKS.

Sunday  evening  talks  that  Dr.  Ingham 
has  been  giving  the  school  have  come 
to  a  close,  a  least  for  a  while.  Dr. 
Ingham  announced  recently  that  after

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The  Boston  Dinner.

The  name  of  Dummer  was  extolled 
and  the  past,  present  and  future  of 
the  school  discussed  at  the  annual 
banquet  of  the  Sons  of  Dummer,  at- 
tended by  the  students  of  yesteryear, 
at  the  City  Club,  Boston,  Saturday, 
Feb.  24.  The  needs  of  the  school  were 
outlined  by  the  principal,  Charles  S. 
Ingham,  who  stated  that  several  thou- 
sands of  dollars  (about  $10,000)  has 
been  promised  to  the  school  by  friends 
who  had  become  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  institution.  Dr.  Ingham 
has  been  visiting  various  persons  in 
the  country  who,  when  business  be- 
comes more  settled,  have  agreed  to 
give  other  satisfactory  amounts.  In 
the  meanwhile  a  number  of  them  have 
promised  to  give  the  income  of  the 
whole  amount  they  are  willing  to  con- 
tribute later  and  this  will  bring  some- 
thing like  $750.00  a  year. 

During  his  address,  Dr.  Ingham  also 
referred  to  ex-Pres.  Taft's  recent  visit 
to  Dummer,  where  he  addressed  the 
students  and  also  called  attention  to 
the  fact  of  the  American  statesman's 
apparent  great  interest  in  the  old 
academy  and  the  many  famous  men 
who  went  to  school  there  when  boys. 

Another  very  encouraging  feature 
was  the  fact  that  Roland  H.  Sherman, 


who  is  whole-heartedly,  strenuously 
and  diplomatically  using  every  effort 
to  raise  enough  coin  for  a  new  ath- 
letic field  and  the  equipment  thereof, 
announced  that,  although  he  has  seen 
but  very  few  persons  as  yet  in  the 
limited  time  he  has  had  to  devote  to 
the  cause,  about  $500  has  been  prom- 
ised him.  Mr.  Sherman  is  an  athlete 
of  the  "  old  school,"  playing  on  the 
academy  teams  in  the  early  '90's  when 
the  Harvard  freshmen,  Exeter  and 
some  of  the  largest  schools  in  New 
England  used  to  play  Dummer,  and 
the  South  Byfield  team  in  many  cases 
was  a  victor.  He  urged 'the  alumni 
to  "  show  some  pep  "  and  push  a  good 
thing  along  to  the  goal  line  of  success. 
Some  of  those  present  "  hit  the  trial," 
at  once  and  before  the  dinner  was 
over  a  number  pledged  their  support. 
Others  will  follow  their  example  and 
it  is  fully  expected  that  the  up-to-date 
field  which  has  been  one  of  the  cry- 
ing needs  at  Dummer  for  years  will 
soon  be  a  reality,  and  it  will  be  if  the 
hundreds  of  former  students  all  make 
their  contributions  according  to  their 
means,  whether  they  are  large  or 
small.  The  cost  of  the  field  will  be 
about  $3,000,  it  is  expected. 

Several  of  the  Newburyport  stu- 
dents who  usually  attend  the  annual 
"  get  together  meeting  "  were  unable 
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to  be  present  owing  to  a  wedding  in 
the  city  by  the  sea,  but  they  will  be 
on   deck   next  year. 

There  was  a  spirit  of  optimism  at 
the  meeting,  the  former  students  feel- 
ing after  the  addresses  of  the  head- 
master and  the  others  who  know  best 
hew  the  school  is  progressing  that 
the  outlook  was  very  bright  snd  the 
ancient  academy  would  continue  its 
endeavors  in  training  boys  in  ways 
that  would  bring  credit  to  their  na- 
tive land,   school,  and  themselves. 

Some'  of  the  older  students  were 
present,  "  boys  "  who  were  at  Dummer 
40  years  and  more  ago,  and  mingling 
with  them  were  young  men  who  have 
been  graduated  from  the  school  on! 
a  year  or  two.  The  numiber  of  years 
did  not  count,  the  main  thing  was 
that  they  were  all  Dummer  Boys. 

There  was  another  interesting  fea- 
ture and  that  is  that  more  of  the  for- 
mer students  who  were  unable  to  be 
present,  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
invitations  and  sent  in  best  wishes  for 
the  event  than  was  ever  the  case  be- 
fore. It  showed  that  these  former 
students  were  thinking  kindly  of  the 
old  school,  even  if  away  from  the 
gathering. 

The  speakers  were  John  H.  Morse 
of  North  Andover,  who  acted  as  toast- 
master  where  he  was  right  at  home, 
Roland  B.  Sherman,  who  spoke  partic- 
ularly on  "  Athletics  at  Dummer,  Past 
and  Present  and  on  the  New  Athletic 
Field,"  Judge  Frederick  P.  Cabot, 
for  the  Trustees,  Paul  De  Rosay,  who 
made  a  brief  address  for  the  alumni 
and  read  letters  from  sons  of  Dum- 
mer who  were  unavoidedly  deprived 
of  the  pleasure  of  attending  through 
distance  or  circumstances,  Henry  Cop- 
ley Greene  of  Newbury,  who  appealed 
to  those  present  to  stand  loyally  for 
Dummer  and  live  up  to  its  glorious 
traditions,  and  if  the  need  arose 
through  war,  to  do  everything  possible 
for  their  country. 


Mr.  J.  R.  Abbott  of  Andover,  a  for- 
mer driver  for  the  American  Ambu- 
lance Corps  in  France,  also  made  a 
very  interesting  address  illustrated 
with  stereopticon  views  of  the  condi- 
tions in  the  war  zone  of  France.  Mr. 
Abbott  served  near  Verdun  for  several 
months  and  had  many  interesting  ex- 
periences of  the  great  war  to  relate. 
He  was  under  shell  fire  often  and  had 
a  number  of  narrow  escapes  from 
death  or  serious  injury. 

The  menu  card  had  "  America  "  and 
the  "  Star  Spangled  Banner  "  printed 
thereon  and  these  were  sung  by  those 
present  with  a  will,  lending  a  patrio- 
tic flavor  to  the  meeting.  There  was 
plenty  of  enthusiasm  and  many  recol- 
lections of  Dummer  in  old-time  days 
were  rehearsed  by  the  former  stu- 
dents. David  S.  Caldwell,  the  Olympic 
runner,  was  a  special  guest.  The 
alumni  showed  a  disposition  to  stand 
behind  the  school  from  now  on,  more 
than  had  been  the  case  than  ever  be- 
fore. Fred  H.  Goodwin  of  New  York 
led  the  cheering  and  Fred  made  the 
boys  show  plenty  of  zest  and  life  when 
he  appealed  for  those  present  to  cheer 
for  Dummer  so  loudly  that  those 
"  back  heme  "  would  hear  it. 

Not  the  least  on  the  program  was 
the  reading  of  the  letters  from  for- 
mer students  at  the  academy.  Paul 
De  Rosay,  '14,  read  these  epistles, 
sandwiching  in  many  bright  comments 
all  his  own  by  the  way,  and  "  Rosy  " 
is  developing  into  a  capable  after-din- 
ner speaker.  One  in  poetry  by  Mr. 
Durgin  who  attended  the  banquet  was 
especially  good  and  as  it  was  well 
worthy  of  preserving  in  print,  it  fol- 
lows:

Below  is  one  written  by  one  of  the 
oldest  graduates,  George  C.  Hazelton 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  who  attended 
the  academy  in  1851  and  52.  He  was 
unable  to  be  present. 

February  13,  1917. 
Mr.  George  H.  Croston,  chairman, 

Dear  Mr.  Croston:  It  is  quite  a  job 
for  a  man  of  my  age,  to  face  the  north 
wind  for  five  hundred  miles,  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  in  order  to  accept 


your  invitation  and  enjoy  the  privi- 
lege of  a  seat  at  the  table  you  are 
about  to  spread  for  the  "  Sons  of  Dum- 
mer." 

Still,  I  would  gladly  comply  were  it 
not  for  the  obstacles  over  which  I 
have  no  control.  Your  invitation  is 
of  itself  a  forecast  of  the  good  time 
coming  for  the  "  Sons  of  Dummer." 
It  almost  persuades  me  to  go  and  join 
the  happy  throng.  '  I'd  like  to  take 
the  hand  of  him,  whose  brain  wrought 
cut  the  attractive  form  of  invitation 
that  lies  before  me. 

I'd  like  to  meet  you  all  and  banquet 
in  the  light  of  our  school-boy  days  at 
this  ancient  and  revered  seat  of  learn- 
ing. If  you  care  to  consult  the  "  Cat- 
alogue "  you  will  find  that  the  time 
I  was  there,  antedates  the  birth  of 
the  oldest  of  your  number;  early  in 
the  fifties  —  what  mighty  forces  have 
been  at  work  meantime.  It  was  when 
Marshall  Henshaw  was  at  the  head  of 
the  "  institution  "  afterwards  a  pro- 
fessor in  Rutgers  College,  now  dead 
and  gone.  No  better  teacher  ever 
graced  a  school  in  all  New  England. 
It  was  when  sweet  Madame  Bailey, 
"  widowed  in  her  prime,"  kept  the 
academy  boarding  house,  with  "  fun 
and  food  in  plenty."  It  was  when  the 
neighboring  girls  were  in  their  bloom, 
"  and  all  went  merry  as  a  marriage 
bell."  The  name  of  my  roommate  M. 
W.  Tewksbury,  is  now  engraved  on 
the  bronze  tablet,  on  the  monument 
at  Chester,  N.  H.,  with  the  soldiers 
of  that  town,  that  was  dedicated  in 
1904,  on  which  occasion  I  made  the 
acceptance  speech  for  my  native  town. 
Tewksbury  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
and  I  at  Union  College,  New  York. 

And  now,  my  brethren  of  the  "  mys- 
tic tie,"  banquet  on,  in  story  and  in 
song,  to  your  heart's  content,  but 
don't  forget,  "  My  Country  'T  is  of 
Thee."

It  also  praised  the  notice 
which  was  sent  out  to  former  students 
and  friends  of  the  school  relative  to 
the  banquet  which  came  in  for  many 
eulogies  from  not  only  those  present, 
but  many  others.
